Top court 
hears case 
to decide 
its future

TALLAHASSEE — Amid warn- 
ings of a potential constitutional cri- 
sis, Florida Supreme Court justices 
on Wednesday heard arguments in 
a case that could determine the fu- 
ture of the court for decades to 
come. 

Three justices — Barbara Pari- 
ente, Peggy Quince and Fred Lewis 
— must retire by Jan. 8, 2019, the last 
day of Gov. Rick Scott’s term. 
Whether Scott or his successor gets 
to appoint their replacements could 
reshape the ideological balance of 
the court. 

Daniel Nordby, Scott’s general 
counsel, argued the court shouldn’t 
take on a hypothetical situation that 
might not occur, since the justices 
could retire before that date. But 
John Mills, attorney for the plaintiff 
League of Women Voters, said wait- 
ing until after the 2018 election or 
after Scott makes the appointments 
would be too late. 

“Tf you wait until then, you now 
are going to pull this court and the 
whole court system into a political 
landmine” Mills said.

Renowned architect unveils ‘world-class’ design for Winter Park library

For the first time, Winter Park 
residents got a glimpse Wednes- 
day night at plans for the new 
massive library and events center 
in Martin Luther King Jr. Park, 
designed by one of Time Maga- 
zine’s Most Influential People for 


2017. 

David Adjaye, who was 
knighted this year by English roy- 
alty, presented his design for the 
34,000-square-foot library and 
the adjacent events center, to be 
built on the shores of the park’s 
lakes. The plans were met with 
mostly rave reviews by the crowd 
of about 300, though some resi- 


dents had concerns about parking 
and said it’s not large enough. 
The $30 million project is 
planned for the same spot as the 
current Rachel D. Murrah Civic 
Center at Morse Boulevard and 
Harper Street. Adjaye said his de- 
sign was meant to incorporate 
sweeping waterfront views, while 
also effectively mixing indoor and 


outdoor spaces. 

“One of the things that became 
very important was acknowledg- 
ing it’s part of a park,” Adjaye said. 
“I want the community to say, 
‘That’s our building?” 

City commissioners will vote 
Nov. 13 whether the project will
